ACTIVITIES OF PIG- 
FEEDERS’ ASSOCLATION. 


At the first general meeting of the 
Fermanagh Pig-Feeders’ Association, which 
was held in Enniskillen, Captain Verschoyle, 
who presided, said that it appeared to him 
in the present state of their Association that 
their turnover was too small to be economical. 
It was for the farmers to decide whether it 
was worth while continuing the Association. 
The attitude of the large proportion of the 
community was mysterious and unintelligible. 
On the one hand, they were complaining con- 
tinually about not making a living out of 
farming. The farmer made all sorts of 
requests to the Government for relief and 
louns. On the other hand, very little 
advantage was being taken of any movement 
to try and assist the farmer, or to increase 
his knowledge. 

Not very Tore ago he (Captain Verschoyle) 
attended a lecture on grass land management. 
(ass was the principal crop in this country, 
One would have thought that farmérs would | 
be only too glad to come and learn some- 
thing about improving their principal crop. 

THREE FARMERS. 

There were only about twelve farmers 
resent at that lecture. Again a lecture had 
been arranged at Kesh to explain the objects 
of the Pig-Feeders’ Association, and, apart 
from their secretary, only three farmers 
attended. At the present moment they were 
getting good support from Lisnaskea, a little 
from uround Enniskillen, but none from the 
rest of the country. He could not tell what 
the reason was. It was impossible to con- 
tinue helping people who consisteftly refused 
to help themselves. i 

Mr. W. Copeland Trimble, J.P., President 
of the Association, said that in the county 
they had only 129 members, They entered 
on the formation of the Association when 
pork was only 56s., and, according as the 
made their efforts, so the price of por 
increased. Men who got better prices freels 

admitted that it was owing to the work cf 
the Association, and yet they would not join. 
Some of them were getting disheartened, and 
asking: What was the use of bothering their 
heads about men who would not take the 
trouble to help themselves? 

_ The question now arose: Was there any use 
in carrying on? Jf the Association lapsed 
't was certain that many of them would never 
am out their hands to help the farmers of 
fermanagh again 

PRICE OF PORK. 

Mr. W. H. West, Secretary, Fermanagh 
Committee of Agriculture, eaid that, if their 
Association failed, pork would again be 52s. 
per ewt. The present price wag no criterion, 
ie in the Free State pork was 10s. per cwt. 
ess. 

The Chairman agreed. Pork with them had 
in¢reased 50 per gent. in price in the past few 
months, and in England the increase was only 
20 per cent... The price in the Free State was 
constantly 10s. per cwt. less than in the 
North. The fate of their Association lay in 
ihe hands of the farmers themselves; and, if 
they did not support it, it would die, and the 
farmers would once again be in the hands of 
the pork buyers. 

An address was given by Mr. Sydney Smith, 
Marketing Inspector of the Northern Ireland 
Ministry of Agriculture.

PROPOSAL TO EQUIP 
MODEL FARM. 
oe i 


There was a large attendance at a meeting 
of the Institutiou oí Electrical Engineers 
(Irish Centre) held in the Physical Theatre, 
frinity College, Dublin, last. night, when 
Mr. R. Borlase Matthews delivered a lecture 
on “Electricity in Agriculture.” The 
audience included students from the Albert 
College, Glasnevin, some officers of the Free 
State Department of Agriculture, and a couple 
of well-known farmers. 

Mr. L. J. Kettle presided. 

With the aid of lantern slides and stereo- 
scopic views Mr. Matthews explained some of 
the many ways in which electricity can be 
used with advantage on the farm. The 
subject, he said, was becoming very im- 

ttant, because more power was used on the 
and than in any other operation of farming. 
Hence it was important that the farmer 
Should find. means of getting that power 
cheaper and more economically than at 
present. 

Farming was showing a slight tendency 
towards improvement, and here they had 
found something that would help farming into 
a more substantial position than it occupied 
at the moment. 

ELECTRIC PLOUGHS. 

There were, he said, over 200 electric 
ploughs now in use, and by the methods 
adopted in operating them it was possible 
that the machines could be operated 200 
days in the year, not necessarily for plough- 
ing, but for other jobs, including mole 
drainage. 

Mr, ‘Matthews described the different types 
of electric ploughs used throughout Europe 
and on his own tarm in the South of England. 
These included ploughs worked by the cable 
system and those of the electrical tractor 
type. His experience showed that crops were 
better on land that had been electrically 
ploughed, because the ploughing was uniform 
throughout. One machine illustrated was 
capable of ploughing up to thirty acres a day. 
The Swedish make of electric motor tractor, 
with three-furrow plough, seemed to be the 
type most suitable for small farms. The 
lecturer then pointed out that by electrifying 
the coulters the resistance of the earth was 
reduced. 

Following a slide showing how easily a 
portable motor can be moved from place to 
place, the lecturer pointed out that one unit 
of electricity would be sufficient to run a 
cream separator for thirty hours. At his own 
farm buildings the current is conveyed by 
means of a ring main, which allows of motors 
being hitched on wherever required. 

HAY WITHOUT SUNSHINE. 

Another slidé showed how an old omnibus 
had been converted into an electrical thresh- 
ing machine, which could be easily moved 
about. Slides were also shown illustrating 
how to make hay wifhout sunshine by an 
electrical curing process; how plants can be 
forced to flower by means of intensive light- 
ing; how bonhams can be induced to thrive 
by the use of ultra-violet rays; how hens can 
be made to increase their egg yield by 25 per 
cent., and also how electricity can be used to 
advantage in bee-keeping. 

Every industry except farming made 
use of electricity, and in his opinion the 
only reason why farmers did not use it was 
because they did not know how to use it. 

He was very interested in the Shannon 
scheme, and thought it was one of the finest 
things that had ever been done in Ireland. 
Farming was one of the biggest industries in 
Jreland, and farmers used more power than 
any other industry. If they could be brought 
to see that electricity would be to their 
advantage they would use it. A seventy-five 
acre iarmer could save £25 per annum on 
labour alone by using electricity for water 
pumping, driving a milking machine and 
chaff-cutting. There was not sufficrent being 
done in the way of telling the people how 
electricity could be used. Farmers in 
England and Ireland were not behind those 
vn the Continent, but Continental farmers 
used more electricity. 

Their Chairman's suggestion that some 
local farm should be electrified was a good 
one, and should be adopted. Some few years 
ago in England there were 200 farmers usivy 
electricity ; to-day there were 2,000, and over 
a million farmers all over the world. 

POULTRY FARMS. 

Mr. R. N. Tweedy, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, said that in Ireiand 
we were not at all backward in the use of 
electricity on poultry farms, some of which 
were as large as many in England. 'The-eost 
was not heavy, as the idea was to get the 
birds to eat more food in winter. The 
increased egk yield obtained by switching on 
the light for twenty minutes daily for four or 
five months was out of all proportion to the 
cost. They were all longing to get cheap 
power, but pending that time it paid to put 
down their own plant. 

Mr. William Tatlow seconded. He thought 
that the best place to have a practical demon- 
stration of the uses of electricity was in the 
vicinity of Dublin. He did not know if this 
conld be done by the Royal Dublin Society. 

Mr. J. J. Murphy, Chairman of the Elec- 
tricity Board, in supperting the vote of 
thanks, stated that the usefulness of elec- 
tricity lay in lighting farmhouses and out- 
offices, in running machinery in the farm- 
houses, and in all other kinds of farm work 
except heavy work: As regards the first 
two, electricity is without a rival, but he 
doubted its feasibility for heavy farm work. 
He thought that the provision of capital for 
the various machines shown by Mr. Matthews 
would be a serious matter for the ordinary 
farmers of this vountry. He thought it 
would be hard to beat a small power tractor 
that pulled a two or three-furrow plough and 
did other work as well. He had no doubt 
that when the Shannon current was available 
there would be an extension of electric light- 
ing on the farm, 

As to the Chairman’s suggestion that a 
farm in the vicinity of Dublin should be 
equipped, why should not the Albert College 
Farm be equipped at once? ‘There was also 
attached to University College, Cork, a farm 
that could also be electrified. He intended to 
pbring this matter before the Electricity 
Supply Board, and also before the Minister 
for Lands and Agriculture. 

LOOKING AHEAD. 

Mr. P. J. Kettle said that farmers had 
a difficult problem during the last few years. 
Electrica] engineers had a big field of opera- 
tions before them in the way of designing 
improvements or new farm implements for 
use with electricity. He believed that this 
method of farming was in its infancy, and 
would help agriculture to recover its posi- 
tion. 

Mr. William Ryan said that there had 
been no educational work at all with re- 
gard to the uses of electricity in agricul- 
ture, and he was glad that it had been sug- 
gested that the Glasnevin farm should be 
electrified. 

Senator Barrington, as one of the pro- 
prietors of one of the largest tillage farms 
in the country, said that they tried different 
sorts of traction, and had to go back to 
horses. The farmer wanted to see the best 
a of getting his work done. Farmers 
had lost their markets, and had no capital 
to fall back upon. In this State they could 
not afford to buy such machinery, He 
thought’ that if there were any demonstration 
farms, Limerick should have one. 

The motion was passed with acclamation. 

The lecturer, in his reply, expressed -ap- 
proval of ‘he demonstration farm sugges- 
tion, and mentioned that around Paris there 
were three companies that ploughed by elec- 
tricity by contract.

“If you ask the question: What is wrong 


with gambling? I ight reply in the fashion 
we have in Scotland: What is right with 


} gambling?’ Mr. John Gulland, of the 


london Anti-Gambling League, said yester- 
day afternoon in the course of a conference 
on “ Gambling ” held in the Gregg Hall, 
Dawson street, Dublin, under the auspices of 
the Dublin Christian Citizenship Council, 
Sir William Thompson presided. 

“ What good thing is there to be said for 
gambling?’ Mr. Guiland went on, “It in- 
spires nothing; it excites no high emotional 
thrill; it does not appeal to anything deep 
and instinctive in human nature. When the 
question is asked: What is wrong with 
gambling’? one might answer: All is wrong 
with gambhng. There is some rotten, per- 
nicious principle at work right through all 
gambling. The Turf to-day is a by-word, 
not because of the sport of racing. There is 
not the slightest objection to nien breeding 
horses and racing them. Why is it, then, 
that this beautiful sport was described by 
Lord Beaconsfield as ‘a vast institution of 
national demoralisation’? Simply beeause it 
has got mixed up with this betting business. 

“H you analyse the language of the bet- 
ting world you will find that gambling is not 
founded on chance or luck, The words that 
are used most frequently are phrases like ‘ a 
dead cert '—a thing that is usually more dead 
than cert! You will find that the main 
object of a betting man is to find ont some- 
thing by which he can beat his neighbour. 
Supposing he gets information that is abso- 
lutely accurate, and because of it makes a 
bet with anyone else who does not possess 
that information, he is not worthy even of 
the name of gambler: he simply becomes a 
common thief or swindler, obtaining money 
on false pretences, There ought to be an 
even chance for both parties to win or lose; 
it cannot be gambling if one of the two is 
bound to win. 

‘STROKE OF GENIUS.” 

**T never knew a gambling or betting man 
who would not take advantage of any special 
information he had to make a bet with a 
bookmaker whom he thought did not possess 
that information. An act that in the ordi- 
nary way would be regarded as. dishonest 
will be regarded on the Turf as a stroke of 
genius. There is something pernicious about 
the whole moral atmosphere of gambling. If 
there is a bet on a game there is a se om 
to play little tricks that would not have 
occurred if there had not been money on the 
game. Wherever money is staked there is 
this temptation to cheat. There must be 
something essentially rotten or evil in the 
practice itself or these things would not arise. 

‘Gambling may be defined as a stake upon 
chance. We may get some clue to the evils 
of gambiing if we fasten our minds on 
this word, chance, or luck. There is 
a good deal of what is sometimes called 
chance in life, an incalculable element. The 
difference between that and staking upon 
chance is that in life the ordinary prudent 
man or woman tries to control that element. 
Society has become civilised in so far as it 
has been able to master these incalculable 
elements. The gambling spirit strikes at the 
very basis upon which the whole structure of 
civilisation rests. It is, a demoralising in- 
fluence, mastering everyone who comes in con- 
tact with it. 

“ A further definition of gambling is that 
it is an attempt to get’something for nothing. 
This principle is being hammered at us from 
every side, in all sorts of ways, apparently 
harmless. In competitions in the Press large 
sums are offered for juggling with a few 
words. Many people who would shrink from 
betting a shilling on a horse race will enter 
for these competitions, pretending that they 
are intellectual exercises. This gambling 
spirit is permeating our spirit at every point ; 
if it is allowed to predominate it is bound to 
end in national rain and disaster. 

SPIRIT OF ADVENTURE. 

“There is something to be said in excuse 
for this habit. it 1s founded on certain in- 
stincts; primary instincts that are in all of 
us. One of the greatest of these is the spirit 
of adventure—sometimes called curiosity—the 
desire to know things that are hidden from 
us, to take risks. It is because this spirit is 
so strong that civilisation has reached its pre- 
sent stage of progress. 

“ This adventirous instinct is tremendously 
strong in human nature, Modern life has be- 
come very highly mechanised, with the iesult 
that in our workshops and factories men and 
women spend their lives in the production of, 
perhaps, some smal! portion of work each. 
To break through this trying monotony they 
have tried to find something which takes the 
place of the risks taken by adventurers and 
explorers. One of the most popular forms of 
escape from this monotony is betting and 
gambling. 

‘‘We cannot merely denounce gambling. 
We have got to give these people something 
which will take its place; and that is really 
our problem. Legislation can do a lot to stop 
gambling, but we have got to supply people 
with something instead for the adventurous 
spirit that gambling has developed. We must 
let them see that there is no lack of outlet 
for the adventurous spirit. There are great 
difficulties in the way, but we have got to 
tackle them. We must teach people that 
gambling is a despicable thing They ray 
say that there is no harm in it if they can 
afford it, but that is always a question of 
relativity. There is always the danger in con- 
nection with any sin of so whittling it down 
to infinites‘mal quantities that you cannot say 
where sin begins. 

“á there was only gambling in small ways, 
boxes of chocolates and such things, it could 
hardly be called gambling proper. What we 
are against is a great national evil, affect- 
ing thousands and millions in the country. 
Is it to lay waste our national resources, 
blighting the lives of men and women and 
hardening their characters? No one can 
take part in any form of gambling without 
lending his or her sanction to this tre- 
mendous evil, which is laying such a heavy 
hand on Great Britain and Ireland, dhe of 
the most clamant evils of the day. 

VIGOROUS FIGHT NEEDED. 

“The fight against gambling has not been 
taken up so vigorously as the fight against 
intemperance was taken up, simply because 
the effects are not so obvious. It has to be 
tackled as vigorously and as effectively as 
the other social evils of the day. ‘There is 
no doubt that gambling absorbs men and 
women to an extent that nothing else does. 

“The whole principle of Christ’s teaching 
was founded on the principle of giving, of 
service. The whole object of gambling is 
to take something from another without 
giving anything in exchange. Between these 
two principles there is an unbridgeable gap. 
There is no doubt about the attitude that 
should be taken by any Christian man or 
woman in this matter.” 

After Mr. Gulland’s address there was a 
discussion on the means which should be 
taken to combat the gambling evil. Mrs. 
Richardson suggested the taking of .. definite 
pledge not to bet meney on any form of 
sport. The Very Rev. H. B. Kennedy, Mr. 
George Shannon, the Rev. J. Sinclair Steven- 
son, and others joined in the discussion, 


PARENTS’ RESPONSIBILITY. 

At the evening meeting, Dr. 1. E. Gordon, 
who presided, said that it was obvious that 
parents had an enormous influence on the 
child mind, and therefore an enormous 
responsibility in this matter. Gambling, he 
said, was a manifestation of the universal 
laxity, and must fill everyone with alarm 
when considering the future. 

Mr. Gulland spoke of the grave national 
danger of gambling. ‘‘ There are,” he said, 
“- three outstanding evils against which we 
are called upon to wage war—intemperance, 
gambling, and impurity; master passions 
that slay their thousands and _ tens of 
thousands. Intemperance and impurity stamp 
their hall-mark upon their victim. Gambling 
does not do so in the same unmistakable 
manner, and so has not been fought against 
to the same extent. Gambling is now 
becoming our national curse, the supreme 
national evii which we have to fear. I appeal 
to you, as patriots and lovers of your 
country, to join the crusade against it. It 
is this enemy within our gates that will 
bring us down. 

‘In England there are only ten days in 
the year, excluding Sundays, on which 
racing does not take place. There are thirty 
thousand bookmakers, and, including their 
staffs, probably not fewer than a hundred 
thousand peopie devoting their lives and 
energies to the propagation of oe 3) It 
is a parasitic trade, sucking the blood out 
of society, a burden on it, a useless, dan-

HOUSING AND THE DRINK 
TRAFFIC. 

The Rev. E. J. McKee presided at a public 
meeting of the World’s Women Christian 
Temperance Union (Irish Free State), which 
was held last night at 42 Dawson street, 
Dublin. 

The Chairman said that women had been 
for many years working in the cause of 
temperance, and had done a great deal in that 
direction. If women rallied to the cause in 
the future, there would be a more definite 
advance than had been made in the past. 
The movement made a challenge to the Irish 
Free State, now that we had our home 
Government, and there were many persons 
looking at it from the civic point of view. 
The housing problem was much to the fore, 
and with that problem was linked up the 
drink traffic. They were all anxious to see 
more houses built. In that question women 
were specially interested ; for it was a precious 
asset to have a good, comfortable, clean 
home. They should stand for a continuous 
building scheme by the Government, and, at 
the same time, a continuous effort for the 
restriction of the liquor traffic. Until that 
was done there would be no great advance íor 
the people of the country. 

Y YEARS’ WORK. 

Mrs. Helen Barton, of Glasgow, said that 
she had been engaged iu denouncing the 
liquor traffic for fifty years. She related her 
experience in America and Australia, and 
told how: prohibition was carried by large 
majorities in the different States of America 
one after another. A reform had been effected 
in Australia and New Zealand, by which some 
of the public-houses were closed at 6 o'clock 
in the evening and others at 9 o'clock, She 
and those oS worked with her had been 
twitted as being cruel to the children of the 
publican by taking from them their bread 
and butter; but, she asked, what about the 
homes and the children of the men who spent 
their earnings in the public-houses? The 
liquor traffic was waiting with open jaws like 
a monster to seize the boys and the girls in 
the schools when the old topers.of to-day 
were gone. 

This women’s movement would take steps 
to save the rising generation from the curse 
of the liquor traffic; for the world was

[? is Only natural that Ireland should 

feel disappointed at the failure of her 
tobacco-growing industry; for, apart from 
her pioneering enterprise in the earlier 
cultivation of “the weed ’’—itself sufficient 
to cause a sense of humiliation now—there 
is the chagrin of seeing an inexhaustible 
source of profit slipping from our grasp. 
One doubts if there is another commodity 
in the world whosé commercial value has 
been more exploited by merchants and 
tax-gatherers alike. At one time it was 
even a form of currency. In Jamestown, 
Virginia, in 1639, for example, all rates 
and taxes were payable in tobaccos. The 
State, moreover, made it dbligatory on all 
inn-keepers fo give food in exchange for 
tobacco leaves. Cle en were also paid 
their salary in tobaceo, and, if the tobacco 
was not up to the quality they considered 
adequate, they resigned and went to 
parishes where better tobacco was grown. 

It is, of course, a truism that the 
national revenue of almost every country | 
takes more profit from the tobacco trade 
than the producers get themselves; and it 
has always been their complaint that the 
parasitical attentions of the State are the 
greatest hindrance to the proper develop- 
ment of the industry. Queen Elizabeth, 
during whose reign tobacco was introduced 
in Great Britain, appears to have con- 
tented herself with merely selling the 
monopoly; but James I., by whose time 
Parliament had abolished the monopolies, 
chose the shrewder alternative of a 
regular income. A year alter he came to 
the throne he issued a _ proclamation 
authorising a tax of “six shillings and 
eight pence uppon everye pounde weighte 
of tobacco over and above the Custome of 
twoo pence uppon the pounde weighte 
usually paid heretofore.”’ 


REPRESSIVE IMPOST.. 


[t should be noted, however, that this 
first tax on tobacco, leaving out the auto- 
matic “Custome of twoo pence,” was 
primarily intended as a repressive impost. 
The King’s disgust for smoking was fully 
and wuneconventionally revealed in the 
famous “ Counterblaste,’’ published four- 
teen years later, in which he gave vent to. 
his amazement that “men should not be 
ashamed to sit tossing of tobacco pipes, 
and puffing of the smoke of tobacco one to 
another, making the filthy smoke to... 
infect the aire.” That the tax to some ex- 
tent fulfilled its purpose is clear from the 
fact that the use of tobacco now became 
“a sign of great wealth,” only the rich 
being able to buy it, whereas in Elizabeth's 
time it was merely “the mark of fashion.” 

The opposition, backed by many of the 
King’s subjects of both high and low de- 
gree, failed in the end, though it was 
carried on for many years in the hope that 
it might eventually prove effective. More 
than once the Government prohibited the 
cultivation of tobacco, already a consider- 
able industry in Ireland and Scotland, 
and, perhaps to a less extent, in England 
as well. Schoolmasters were generally 
obliged to be “no puffers of tobacco” ; 
and in various other ways attempts were 
made to stamp out the smoking. ‘The 
opposition also spread to other countries. 
Popes Urban VIII and Innocent XI. both 
showed their practical interest in it by 
issuing sympathetic decrees. One after 
another of the Sultans of Turkey made 
smoking a crime, and for penalty the cul- 
ig had his pipe thrust through his nose. 
n Russia a person found smoking had 
his or her nose cut off. All this, how- 
ever, merely drove people who wanted to 
smoke to get and use their tobacco in 
surreptitious ways, and finally the revenue 
authorities persuaded their respective 
Governmemts that, since the popular use 
of tobacco might vastly enrich ‘the 
Treasury, it ought not to be unreasonably 
discouraged. 


USE OF THE NOSTRILS. 


The wreaking of vengeance on the nose 
of a smoker may seem to us a curious 
form of punishment, but there was a 
reason, for it which takes us back to the 
earliest and most interesting chapters in 
the history of tobacco. Among the first 
uses of tobacco Was that of burning it as 
incense to pagan deities, the smoke being 
raised and the leaves kept alight by the 
priest blowing through a tube attached to 
the side of the censer. Through inhaling 
the smoke, which soon filled the atmos- 
phere, the worshippers became alive to 
the seductiveness of its narcotic properties, 
and were presently found making pipes 
modelled on the censer for their own per- 
sonal diversion, It was from the name 
given to this Y-shaped inhaler by the 
ancient Guarani Indians of Brazil, and 
not from the leaves burned in it, that our 
Presumablv 
because the nasal organ had first sensed 
its “magic,’’. it became the recognised 
Practice to use the nostrils in the smok- 
ing of tobacco, the smoke being inhaled 
through the mouth and exhaled through 
the nose. Primitive peoples still smoke 
in this way. There was thus some point 
in cutting off a smoker’s- nose, since it 
prevented him from indulging in the for- 
bidden ‘‘evil’’ in the manner which he 
had learned to enjoy. 


SNUFFING FIRST. 


It should be noted, too, that there is 
good reason to believe that before tobacco 
was smoked it was snuffed, or the nose 
was plugged with it, in order to produce 
the ecstatic condition necessary to divina- 
tion as practised among the ancient tribes. 

When it did come to be smoked it was 
favoured solely for this stimulating 
quality, which was imbibed to the ex- 
tent of producing the extreme'stupors of 
intoxication. Benzoni, in his “ History 
of the New World,” written about 1540, | 
records that the negro slaves imported into 
the West Indian plantations “do fill them- 
selves with this cruel smoke that they lose 
their reason, and fall down as if they were 
dead, and remain the greater pait of the 
day or night stupefied.”’ A similar narra- 
tive is related by Las Casas, who tells us 
that, when Columbus sent messengers ashore 
in Cuba, they encountered men with “ half- 
burned wood in their hands and certain 
herbs to take their smokes. . and 
having lighted one part of it, by the other, 
they suck, absorb, or receive that smoke 
inside with their breadth by which they 
become benumbed and almost drunk, and 
so, it is said, they do not feel fatigue.”’ 
Smokers will sympathise with these 
Spaniards in this further observation by 
Las Casas: “I knew men on this island 
who were accustomed to take it, «nd, 
being reprimanded for it, by telling them 
it was a vice, they replied that they were 
unable to ceasé using it.” It may he re- 
marked here that the first Enulish smokers 
were said to “drink” tobacco, or 
“take “ it. 

Columbus himself, when sailing from 
Fernandina ito Santa Maria in the 
Bahamas, in 1492, saw an Indian in a 
cane, which had as part of its cargo 
bundles of dried leaves such as had 
previously been offered to him by various

Street Pests. 


A code of rules governing pedestrian 
traffic in Dublin is desirable. Something 
should be done to deal with the person 
who walks along our crowded thorough- 
fares with unseeing eyes, and repeatedly 
collides with people; the person wno 
refuses to yield ground to anyone; the 
maid who wheels the “ pram ” into the 
tangled crowd; and the person—tie bane 
of motorists and the cause of many fatal 
accidents—who suddenly, and without 
warning, dashes across the roadway. 

The Paris pol:ce authorities, in an 
effort to make the roads and paths safer 
fdr pedestfians, drew up rules; but, ap- 

arently, they had nct the desired effect. 
Now if has been decided to introduce a 
street-crossing course in the Paris schools. 
By hammering the rules into the heads of 
the younger generation the authorities, 
in time, hope to solve the problem. 


Afghan Lore. 


1 have just been reading a review of 
Sirdar Ikbal Ali Shah’s book, ‘‘ Afghanis- 
tan of the Afghans,”” which has interested 
me very much, especially as I see that 
the book contains a good deal of Afghan 
folk lore. 

The identity of some of the folk lore in 
Afghanistan with that of Western Europe 
is most marked. We read of shepherds 
watching the fairies sitting in the fairy 
rings, and learn that when an Afghan 
child loses a tooth it is considered lucky 
to put the tooth down a mouse hole. 

An elderly relative of my own tells me 
that when she was a child her German 
governess used to tell her that it was 
“lucky ’’ to put a tooth that had fallen 
out down a mouse hole. It seems extra- 
ordinary that the same superstition should 
exist in both Afghanistan and Southern 
Germany. I wonder if any of my readers 
have come across this custom in Ireland ?

Good Prices for Birket Fosters.

Birket Foster, four of whose drawings, | 


in the possession of Mr. Fred W. Henry, 
of Belfast, have been sold at Christie’s 
Rooms in London for 420 guineas, was an 
English painter and engraver who was 
born in the North of England almost 
exactly a hundred years ago. 

He came of an old Quaker family, and 
was educated at Quaker. schools. At 
sixteen years of age he was apprenticed 
o a wood engraver, Landells, where he 
worked for many years, doing drawings 
fox Punch and other papers. 

Foster left Landells in 1846 and opened 
out on his own account as a book illus- 
trator. He first exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1859; in 1860 he was made 
an Associate of the Old Water-Colour 
Society, and a full member two years later. 

Birket Foster is best known to-day by 
his charming landscapes and studies of 
child life. He was a close friend of many 
art notabilities, including Burne-Jones, 
Rossetti, Keene; Morris and Walker.

Germany's Consul-General.

A Good Linguist. 


The German Consul-General is a man 
of wide culture. An accomplished 
linguist, he has travelled widely, and is a 
connoisseur of pictures and old furniture. 
Before the war he was attached to the 
staff of the German Embassy in London, 
and had the honour of opening the first 
German Consulate in England—at Liver- 
pool—after the Armistice. He has one 
son, who is being educated at the famous 
German public school founded by Prince 
Max von Baden, the former Chancellor of 
the Reich. 

I noticed that Herr von Dehn was 
among the guests at the recent reception 
given by Dr. Sthamer, the German 
Ambassador in London, which was 
attended by the Prime Minister and 
virtually all the members of the British 
Cabinet. 


The Free State Air Force. 


I was much impressed, by the way, 
while I was at Baldonnel by the air of 
efficiency which pervades the aerodrome. 
The Free State Air Service is small, but 
it is remarkably up-to-date, and Com- 
mandant Fitzmaurice is to be congratu- 
lated on the way in which the aerodrome 
is run. At present he has only 500 men 
on the aerodrome staff, and when one 
remembers that this number includes the 
garrison one is struck by the way in which 
such a comparatively small establishment 
keeps the aerodrome in such excellent 
order. 

Everything is spick and span. The 
men look smart and know their business, 
and when I discussed them with a German 
mechanic, who is an expert at his job, he 
was loud in his praise of their work.

Dublin in 1735. 


In these days of rapid and numerous 
facilities offered to the Dublin public by 
railways, trams, 'buses and taxis it may 
be interesting to compare those obtaining 
a couple of centuries ago. These are stated 
in a small, calf-bound book, entitled: 
The Gentleman and Citizen’s Almanack, 
the year of our Lord 1735. being third 
after Leap-Year. Printed by 8. Powell, 
for John Watson, Bookseller, and are to 
be sold at his shop on the Merchants-Key, 
near the Old-Bridge, 1735. 

Under the heading of “Bates for 
Coaches in Dublin,” we find that “ the 
charge for the first Hour is Thirteen 
Pence, and Sixpence halfpenny for every 
Hour after, for waiting in and about the 
City of Dublin. For setting down any 
Person or Persons in any Place in the 
said City or Liberties, as far as the 
publick Lights are erected, Six-pence half- 
oy: For waiting after Ten at Night, 
‘ifteen Pence for the first Hour, and 
Nine Pence for every hour after. For a 
Set-down after Ten at Night, Nine 
Pence.’’ 


Primitive Locomotion. 


The only other means of locomotion 
offered to the public at this time were the 
“ Rings-End Carrs, Chairs or Chaises,”’ 
which plied to the suburbs at stated 
charges. For example, the charge to 
Donnybrook was threepence, to Dunleary 
a shilling, to “ Chappel-Izod’’ sixpence, 
to Drumcondra threepence, and so on. 

The printing and binding of this book 
are excellent, but, of course, the spelling 
and phraseology are somewhat quaint, and 
the long “s” is used throughout. The 
specimens shown above are examples of 
the style, but the long ‘‘s’’ cannot now be 
reproduced.

Sun-baths in the Farm Yard. 


I have read how the ladies of Mayfair 
have been taking their dogs to special 
establishments set up for the purpose of 
giving them sun-baths at a charge of a 
guinea a time.

But that it has its 
uses is testified to by no less an authority 
than Dr. E. W. Allen, head of the Ex- 
perimental Stations of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Dr. Allen calls attention to the fact 
that cows love to stand in their stalls in 
cold winter days and bask in violet rays 
from an electrical apparatus over them. 
Hens also rush into a room where the 
rays are disseminated, ruffling up their 
feathers as though they were locating a 
nice soft pile of dry dust. 

Dr. Allen adds that not only do cows 
and hens like the treatment, but that it 
makes the quality of the milk and eggs 
much better, and that babies fed on such 
milk are immune from rickets. :

SECRETS OF COURT- 
MARTIAL.

WHEN THE COURTS WERE 
PACKED.

i ITHE. SILENT 


HEN the court-martial appointed to 
inquire into the recent incidents on 
H.M.S. Royal Oak is opened on a ship ol 
the Mediterranean Fleet selected by the 
Commander-in-Chief, a gun will be fired 
and the Union Jack will be hoisted at the 
mizen peak, This is the traditional 
signal. There are. no grounds for the 
widely expressed fear that there may be 
too much privacy about the proceedings. 
It is a law of the Royal Navy that officers 
may attend, and that the sentence shall be 
promulgated in public. 

There have been times when seamen and 
spectators have crowded in, and the itmos- 
phere has been quite unlike that of a 
judicial tribunal. “Té day justice is letter 
served, and in peace-time, at any rate, the 
conduct of a court-martial is as orderly 
and irreproachable as a sitting of the 
Court of Admiralty in the Strand. 

In one respect this court-martial 
promises to be out of the common. It is 
being summoned to investigate a regret- 
table episode, but it has never been sug- 
vested that either of the gallant officers 
involved is to be considered as a prisoner. 
Hence the silent sign by which an officer 
on trial knows his fate before sentence 18 
formally announced may for once have to 
be dispensed with. For three centuries 
his dramatic tradition has remained un- 

roken. 

The sword of the officer whose conduct 
is under investigation lies across the table 
before the members of the tribunal during 
the hearing. At the close he leaves the 
court while the verdict is being considered, 
and upon returning has no need to wait 
for the statement of the president to know 
the result. During his absence the 
nosition of the officer’s sword has been 
changed, and, if its hilt lies towards him, 
it is the welcome signal that he will be 
able to take it up again in the King’s ser- 
vice. If the point confronts him, he 
knows he has been found “ guilty.” 

The method of arriving at the verdict 
provides one exception to the established 
law of all the fighting services—-that 
seniority counts; for it is the Junior 
membor of the tribunal who first gives his 
decision. 


GENTLE WITH ENEMIES. 


Courts - martial certainly were not 
originally instituted to deal with such dis- 
ciplinary incidents as that which recentiy 
occurred on the Royal Oak. One of the 
earliest purposes was to place a check on 
distinguished officers who were much in- 
clined to be too gentle with enemies and 
were loth to bring engagements at sea to 
a decisive end, his 

lí the early courts had been reguired to 
deal with differences among officers, they 
would have been kept very busy. Our old 
sea-dogs could not conceal their opinions 
of one another, and there was one famous 
sailor who would have given the courts a 
lot of work. “Who would trust himself 
in command with such a set of scoundrels 
as are now in office?”’ was one defiant uut- 
burst when he refused to sail on a ship of 
which he had been offered the command. 

Every man in the Royal Navy to-day is 
sure of an impartial hearing for his 
grievances and a just decision on his con- 
duct, should it be his ill-luck to be tried 
by court-martial. It was very different 
when the tribunal could be packed by 
politicians or partisans of service factions. 

During the debate in Parliament on the 
Royal Oak incidents reference was made 
to the fact that the court-martial would he 
the most important since Admiral Keppel 
was tried. “The comparison, however, pro- 
vides a striking testimony to the great 
advance in the administration of naval 
justice. Keppel had failed to bring off a 
decisive action with D’Orvilliers: Through- 
out the court-martial proceedings the 
Royal Navy was divided into Keppelites 
and anti-Keppelites. Politicians took 
sides and flery pamphlets poured forth, so 
that the trial may be said to have pro- 
ceeded in an atmosphere of. frenzied 
partisanship. 


PEPYS’S REVELATIONS. 


We owe to the garrulous Samuel Pepys 
the most piquant revelation of the manner 
in which courts-martial were packed. 
Land-lubbers could get nomination as 
meiybers ot a court by the ingenious plan 
of becoming naval officers pro tempore. 
“That which puts me in good humour, ' 
writes Pepys in 1669, “ both at noon and 
at night, is the fancy that I am this day 
made a Captain of one of the King's 
ships, Mr. Wren having this day sent me 
the Duke of York's commission to be 
captain of the Jerzy, in order to my being 
on a court-martial for examining the loss 
of the Detiance and other things.’’ 

That this expedient for giving laymen 
seats on the naval legal tribunals was by 
no means regarded with disfavour by those 
in authority seems to be clear from the 
fact that it was not the only time when 
Pepys was given a ship that he could 
never have known what to do with. Once 
the court-martial was concerned with a 
“drunken kind of silly business,” which 
had resulted in a bitter quarrel between a 
captain and his lieutenant. This necessi- 
tated the intervention of a court in the 
interests of the ship’s discipline. 

All the changes which have taken place 
in the composition and form of courts- 
martial have been improvements. The 
court to-day very closely corresponds to a 
British law court. Indeed, there is only 
one material difference. The verdict of a 
court-martial is final. There is no appeal.

The test pieces were 
‘the Song of Momus to Mars, by Boyce, 
and a song of the competitor s own selection. 
Result—1, Mr. Harry Sharpe, Belfast (174) ; 
2. Mr. William J. Mitchell, Islandmagee (172). 

Mr. Armstrong Gibbs said that many of 
the singers had made the first song very 
duli—the, did not appreciate the fact that it 
was really a comic song. In their singing 
there was a tendency to produce the voice too 
far back, and the tone as a consequence 
lacked resonance. There was also some 
vibrate in some voices, and he advised singers 
to guard against '' wobble,” me 

Referring to the winner, the adjudicator 
said that the first song had not been par- 
ticularly well done: jit rather lacked 
elasticity; but in his second song (Vaughan 
Williams's “Silent Noon’’) the singer had 
made a beautiful opening, and then sung 
with a lovely sense of line and phrase. There 
was a touch of magic in his treatment of the 
words and music. The ¢ompetitor who was 
second has a big, bold voice, a little rough 
in quality. His first song was rather on 
the hurried side, and he rather overdid the 
comic element.

He had got the 
jollity and humour, and: his diction was 
magnificent. He had ‘aught the whole 
atmosphere of the song. The second winner 
sung the old Somerset folk song with clear 
diction and the folk song sense, and he had 
thoroughly enjoyed it. Personally, he thought 
that, of all folk songs, the best were those 
of the North of Ireand, and im his belief 
the ‘Londonderry Air” was the greatest 
melody that man had ever achieved, 

VOCAL DUETS. 

There were only two competitors im the 
“duet for any two voices,” and the first 
prize was awarded to No. 1—Mrs. Mabel 
Thrift and Mr. M. P. Ruddle, Dublin—with 
86 marks. They sang Stanford's “ Is it the 
wind of the dawn?’ The other competitors 
were Miss May Briggs and Miss Jean Taggart, 
Belfast. whe got 84 marks. Their duet was

Mr. Gibbs said that from the point of view 
of musical value the Stanford piece was 
worth five times the other. The winning pair 
had a nice balance, though at times they were 
not too successful with rhythm. 

VERSE-SPEAKING CONTESTS. 

There were 26 entries in the class for girls 
(under 10), and the test piece was '' Uh! dear 
me!’’ by Walter de la Mere. Result :—1, Una

Mr. St. John Ervine, who adjudicated, said 
that they must be siruck by the distinct, 
clear utterance of all these little girls; they 
were a model to their elders.

It grew very monotonous to see—as had 
happened in these cases—children coming on in 
succession all using the same gestu:cs. The 
winner showed real sense of character and 
fully understood the httle poem. The second

There were only seven entries in the class 
for boys over 11 and under 14 years, and the 
test piece was “ The Short Cut to the Rosses,”’ 
by Nora Cheeson. Result—l, Leo Crealey, 
Portadown ; 2, tie between George McAuley, 
Belfast, and Jim Taggart, Belfast. 

Mr. Ervine said that the winner was the 
only boy who expressed the feeling of appre- 
hension and fear in the poem. Some of the 
boys seemed to enjoy the prospect of losing 
their souls to the fairies. 

The class for girls over 12 and under 14 
years attracted 25 entries, and the test piece 
was “ The Old Woman,” by Joseph Campbell. 
Result—1, Olive Tweedie, Belfast; 2, Ethel! 
Jamieson, Portadown. 

Acknowledging a vote of thanks, Mr. St. 
John Ervine said that the entire verse speak- 
ing at the Festival had been good, and the 
boys and girls were a credit to their teachers 
and to their country. He was sure that these 
Festivals were good in raising the ‘quality of 
mind and thought of the community, and 
he hoped they would do their best to continue 
them. The standard was as good as any 
Festival he had experienced in Great Britain, 
with the possible exception of Glasgow, which 
was the hest in these countries. 

To-night there was a fine audience for the

ROADIMPROVEMENT 


THE NEW NORTHERN BILL, 
ae ta 
LOCAL BODIES AND 
CLOSING ORDERS, 


——— 


The Committee stage of the Roads Improve- 
ment Bill was continued in the Northern 
House of Commons yesterday. 
“Sir Dawson Bates, Minister of Home 
Affairs, explained that at present if a local 
authority wished to close a road for any reason 
they would have to on the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, and the Ministry could 
an inquiry, at which everybody would be in 
a position to come and. an objection. 
The present bill would. enable a local 
authority to close a road at any time without 
such an inquiry. 

Mr. George Henderson (Farmers) moved an 
amendment, the effect of which would prevent 
the local authorities from closing a third-class 
road to motor "buses where a daily motor "bus 
service was already in existence. 

Major Shillington said that the bill pro- 
tected the a upon whom the cost 
of the upkeep of third-class roads largely fell. 
Many of these roads at present were carrying 
trafic which they were not able to support. 

Mr. G. B, Hanna, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Home Affairs, said that 
ihe Government could not t the amend- 
ment, as it would nullify the effect of the 
clause, and the amendment was negatived 
without a division, 

Mr. P. O'Neill (Nationalist) suggested that 
local anthorities should be given power to 
divert traffic, particularly in towns. 

Sir Dawson Bates, Minister of Home 
Affairs, said that if Mr. O'Neill would point 
out to him before the stage any powers 
he would like vested in the local authorities 
he would be only too glad to consider it. 

THE PARKING OF CARS. 

Colonel Woods asked if the local authorities 

would have power to charge for parking cars 
parking places and appoint officials to 
ok. after these cars. 

Sir Dawson Bates said that in the bill 
power was given to charge for parking cars 

places which local authorities had pur- 
chased for the purpose, but they could not 
charce for parking cars on the streets. 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist) said that 
under the bill people were prohibited from 
placing wire across. roads, but at a certain 
time in the month of July some of the 
Prime Mimster’s friends in County Tyrone 
were in the habit of putting wire across the 
ruad with banners suspended on it bearing 
the’ words: “Derry, Aughrim: and the 
Boyne.” (Laughter.) Would this wire be 
prohibited ? 

Mr. William Grant (Unionst Labour)—Oh, 
certainly not. (Laughter.) | 

HORSE TRAFFIC. 

Mr. George Henderson (Farmers) moved a 
new clause providing that roads should be 
made reasonably safe for horses. In making 
roads suitable for motor traffic County 
Councils were inclined to provide roads not 
reasonably safe for horse traffic. 

Sir Dawson Bates said that the Govern- 
ment hoped to find a solution of a better 
class of road which would stand up to modern 
traffic and also be suitable for horse traffic. 
He also thought that if farmers d the 
new system of shoeing their horses ‘roads 
would be rendered safe for horse traffic, 

The motion was hegatived without a divi- 
$i0n, 

The bill passed its Committee stage ‘and 
was reported to the House. 

The Prime Minister announced that to-day 
they would take the Constabulary Bill and 
then adjourn to a day next week to receive 
the Royal Assent to certain bills, and then 
adjourn for the Easter holidays. 

ARMAGH AND BANN DRAINAGE. 

The Minister of Finance (Right Hon. H. 
M. Pollock) said that he received a 
communication from the Armagh County 


Council, forwarding a copy of a resolution 


recently adopted by the Council declining to 
support the Government’s proposal that the 
Council should make an annual contribution 
from the rates towards the cost of the pro- 
posed Bann drainage scheme. He proposed 
to address a further communication to the 
Armagh County Council, inviting them, and 
also the Portadown Urban District ‘Council, 
to confer with the Government, in order 
that there might be a fuller discussion of the 
details of the scheme.

Few can afford to pursue adventure in 
air, on earth or in the waters under the 
earth. Many find that thrill in sport, but 
for the majority an active pursuit of the 


‘| lustier sports, after school and college 


days are ended, is forbidden by a thou- 
sand humdrum tasks. Yet this spirit of 
adventure is the very salt not only of 
every man’s, but of every nation’s, life. 
Therefore, the surest tests of any society’s 
efficiency and intelligence are the measure 
of encouragement which it offers to the 
spirit of adventure and the nature of the 
goals which it sets before its young men. 
In Germany the State used all its arts 
to concentrate the soul of youth on -the 
glories of military agkression. It was a 
-barren quest; the State paid the penalty 
for its false teaching, and to-day Germany 
is turning again to the sounder adven- 
tures of industry and science. In 
the United States science flourishes, 
humanitarianism is endowed richly, 
pioneers like Colonel Lindberg have 
proclaimed the supremacy of the spirit ; 
but the really national adventure is the 
pursuit of wealth. It is such a captivat- 
ing adventure that the country’s finest 
character and its’ acutest . brains are 
diverted from the service of the State. 
In England, on the other hand, by an 
age-long tradition which is still potent, 
the spirit of adventure finds its chief goal 
in public service. The excitements and 
achievements of politics, the ‘duties of 
local administration—to thousands of the 
best Englishmen these things supply the 
colour and the rewards of life. 

Irishmen have inherited a strong spirit of 
adventure. To what uses will they turn 
it for their own content and for: their 
country’s honour and progress? We wish 
that we could see ampler signs of some 
such dedication in our [fish youth and 
of some high and statesmanlike direction 
in. our Irish Governments. With all 
respect for the good and brave work of the 
two Governments as layers of foundations, 
we realise that the stage still is empty of 
the real makers of the new Ireland. When 
these men appear they will be hampered 
by no legacies of old quarrels. They will 
have free minds and free hands, and 
things will be easy for them that are 
difficult, and sometimes virtually impos- 
sible, for the ;:nen who now carry the 
burden of public affairs. For what 
adventure are the leaders of the next 
Irish generation being preparéd—the 
young men of oúr universities, the boys 
now at school? The new Ireland cannot 
be a military country, like the old 
Germany, or a money-making country, like 
the United States; but, if it is not to be 
stagnant, and if it is to keep its best sons, 


it must find goals for the spirit of 


adventure. The natural goals, we think, 
will be politics and social service; and 
even now the schools and universities 
ought to be shaping them. Politics can 
be either a sordid business or an unselfish 
and high-minded career. Social service, 
such as a housing programme, can be 
either a dismal matter of statistics or a 
thrilling fight for the souls. and bodies. of 
men. <A _ rightly cultivated. spirit of 
adventure will make the right choice. 


Egypt’s Farming Crisis. 

A remarkable parallel between the 
economic ‘problems of Egypt and ‘those 
of the Irish Free State is suggested by 
the account of the agricuitural crisis in 
the Nile Valley furnished by Mr. W, E. 
Drakeford, the Cairo Correspondent. of the 
Daily Telegraph. During the Great War 
Egypt's, stable industry, agriculture, won 
for her an unexampled prosperity. “The 
world wanted cotton, and Egypt could 
supply it. Prodigious prices were received. 
Then production in other lands began to 
overtake demand. Prices steadily de- 
clined. At last the budgetary surplus 
was turned into a deficit, and in 1926, 
for the first time in modern history, 
Egypt’s trade balance was unfavourable. 
Cotton crises followed. Landowners and 
cultivators suffered a dwindling income, 
and hardship descended upon the fellaheen. 
Egyptian economists, therefore, are cast- 
ing about for a means to redress the 
balance. Among the difficulties of the 
situation is the swollen cost of agri- 
cultural production. Before the war the 
wage of the agricultural labourer was 
two piastres—about fivepence—a day; 
now it is four times that amount. 
Land values have risen to two of 
three times their ‘former level; yet 
landowners no longer can obtain 
satisfactory yield from their capital, 
owing to the inability of the cultivator 
to pay his way. Land rents are falling, 
despite the fact that the population is 
packed in the prodigious density of. 1,500 
tothe square mile of habitable territory. 
Many Egyptian economists, Mr. Drakeford 
says, recommend as a solution that the 
farmers shall. give up the cultivation 
of cotton, and shall take to cereals, 
y bles and fruit—commodities which 
: oo imported, and which the 
economists fain would have placed under 
the protection of high tariffs. - This 
policy, it is argued, would liberate 
farmers from “bondage to a single 


culture.” At the same time it is recom- 
mended that Egypt shall pursue indus- 


tris! “development. To-day Egypt has 


virtually. no. manufactures ;. but: the. 
present Egyptian Government. under the 


influence of this trend ‘of opinion, 


proposes to develop an industrial side. 


to -the national economy through the 


” 


are likely to drivesup the cost of living 
yet further. Mr. Drakeford points out 
that two great obstagles stand in the way 
of industrial development in the Nile 
basin. In the first place, Egypt lacks 
mineral fuel, save for a,small deposit of 
petroleum. Imported coal is extremely 
dear, and the harnessing’ of the Nile to 
hydro-electric generation “would be an 
enormous undertaking. Again, Egypt 
lacks a population of the sort that is 
adaptable to manufacturing industry, Mr 
Drakeford suggests that the true solution 
for Egypt’s difficulties would be to estab- 
lish a satisfactory understanding with 
Britain, whereby the irrigation works in 
the Sudan could be completed and, an 
ample supply of water for the reclama- 
tion of Egyptian soil could be secured, 
with a consequent revival of agriculture. 


Irish Memorials. 


In former times no people was more 


scrupulous than the people of Ireland in 


the preservation of the memorials of the 
past. Monuments of antiquity were 
guarded from prehistoric times down to 
the days of a new generation which 
destroyed with the more relish that which 
was most ancient. The last century saw 
the stones of old castles tumbled for the 
building of barns, and the arches of old 
abbeys shattered. To-day the state of 
old graveyards throughout Ireland is a 
reproach to the descendants of the dead. 
Here and there, however, pious spirits 
labour to uphold the dykes against the 
waters of oblivion; and of these the 
members of the Irish Memorials Associa- 
tion are not the least active. Once a 
year the Association publishes a Journal, 
in which printed record is made of 
inscriptions on gravestones, in parish 
registers and in family papers, and of 
entries in rare old newspapers. Many an 
inquirer in future years will bless the 
memory of the compilers of these 
Journals; for here will be found the vital 
links in many a family chain. In the 
latest issue of the Journal there are 
entries of births, marriages and deaths, 


_taken from numbers of the Dublin 


Journal, published in the middle of the 
eighteenth century. The marriage notices 
have a monetary candour which would not 
give pleasure to-day. ‘‘ Last week, Myles 
Keon . . . to Miss Fallon 
Lady possessed of every accomplishment 
necessary to render the Marriage State 
truly happy, with £2,000 fortune.’’ In 
another case, the fortune is mentioned 
first. ‘Last Sunday, Mr. Nicholas 
Walsh, an eminent Merchant in Francis 
street, to Miss Agnes Reynolds . . . a 
young Lady endowed with a considerable 
Fortune, and who, added: to the Agree- 
ableness of her Person, joins such amiable 
Qualities of the Mind as cannot fail of 
rendering the Marriage State truly 
happy.’ One “ Flexiensis’’ adds verses, 
recommending the young lady 
. é. to have an artless Way 

To Rule, ev’n when she means but to Obey. 
Mr. Thomas Lacy, of Blue Bell, ‘‘ an 
eminent S:.ith and Farrier,’’ we find 
marrying a Miss Alice Bounaghen, of 
Kimmage, “ whose smallest Qualification 
is a Fortune of £2,000.” 


Wall Street. 


The remarkable: ‘‘ boom ” which has 
been in progress on the New York Stock 
Exchange during the last few weeks had 
its inevitable sequel yesterday, when an 
almost unprecedented ‘slump ” began. 
When the Exehange opened there was an 
immediate rush of selling orders, which 
yained momentum as the. morning pro- 
gressed, and within one hour virtually all 
the leading issues, which had been soar- 
ing since the beginning of the present 
month, collapsed with startling sudden- 
ness. The staff of the Stock Exchange 
was utterly unable to cope with the flood 
of selling ofders. Even the “tickers ”’ 
are reported to have lagged hopelessly 
behind the business of the day, and the 
general panic became so great that some 
shares fell by so much as eighteen dollars 
within a few minutes. ‘‘ General Motors,” 
one of the most popular and lucrative in- 
vestments in the United States, fell from 
198 to 180 dollars in an hour, although 
they had risen by sixty dollars per share 
during the last three weeks. _ A collapse 
of this kind is very bad for the credit 
of a country. -It indicates that there is 
something unreal about the immense 
prosperity of the United States, and that 
the fever to “get rich quickly ” has 
seized a large section of the investing 
public. The wild speculation of recent 
weeks was bound to have its natural re- 
action; for dealings on the Stock 
Exchange, like all other business transac- 
tions, in the long run must base them- 
selves on establishéd’ facts. There is an 
economic value for every share on the 
market, and the violent fluctuations 
above—and sometimes below—that point 
are purely artificial. The American 
speculators have had their fun during the 
last few weeks, but now they must pay 
for it; and while most of us will sympa- 
thise with the unfortunate persons who 
have been left high. and dry by the re- 
ceding tide of speculation, they have been 
taught a useful and needed lesson.

courtesy of Baron von -Huhnefeld, the

She certainly is a very fine machine.

DUAL CONTROLS. | | 
There will be two pilots—Captain. Kohl 
and Herr Spindler. They will sit side by 
side in the cockpit, which is well above 
the wings of the machime, and eath will 
have a complete set. of controls before him. 
The steering, in the ordinary course of 
the term; issdone by the feet. Each pilot 
has two pedals;- like the. dals -of .a 
pianola; When he wants to fy to the, left 
he presses one ; to the right, the other.

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MYSTERY OF “NOVA 
-PICTORIS.”’ : 
From. Revrer’s Corresronvent. 
CAPE TOWN, Tuesday. 
Great interest “is being taken in 
astronomical circles in the discovery tha 
the star “ Nova Pictoris,”’ discovered by 
South Africa in 1925, has split in two. ' 
; A-few days ago La Plata Observatory 
(Argentina) reported to the Union Obser- 
vatory that the star was presenting a very 
aes “ás, rance. Union astronomers 
imm y resumed observations through 
the t 26-inch telescope, and confirmed 
the belief that “ Nova Pictoris” had split. 
A telegram was sent to Copenhagen 
stating that the star, which is near the 
Southern Cross, was unobservable: in the 
Northern hemisphere, but “that it would 
be studied here closely, as 1t may afford 
very important information about the 
composition of the matter and structure 
of the universe. 


“WITHOUT PRECEDENT.” 


The fact that “Nova Pictoris,”’ the star 
which, according to a Cape Town message, 
has split in two, assumed its changed 
appearance at least two hundred years 
ago, was revealed to a Press Association 
reporter yesterday. The light of the stars 
takes many years to reach the earth, and 
it is computed*that the changing aspect 
of this partieular star must have been 
going on for centuries, although the 
phenomenon has only just become known 
to the world. ? 

Dr. W. H. Steayenson, the astronomer, 
who is Fellow of the Royal Astronomical 
Society, described the phenomenon as 
“without  precedent.’’ “It is very 
interesting, indeed,” he said, “and in 
this country we are awaiting more news 
with the keenest possible interest, Un- 
fortunately, ‘Nova Pictoris’ has never 
been seen in this country. The star is 
only visible in the Southern hemisphere. 

“New or “Nova stars occasionally de- 
velop nebulous envelopes, or globes, of 
gas. This is a gradual] process, but it has 
never been known for a star to split. in 
two. It is impossible for us. with the 
scanty information ‘at our disposal, to tell 
exactly what has happened. 

“‘ Nova Pictoris' was discovered. in 
1925, when; it suddenly came into view 


tions. Whatever has happened to it, there 
is not the slightest dcubt that it took 
place’ some hundreds of years ago—two 
hundred years ago at least.’’

WITH RESULTS.

_\ NEW DELHI, Tuesday. 

Colonel Gidney, representing the Anglo- 
Indian community in the Legislative 
Assembly, entertained’ Sir John Simon 
and Mr. Cadogan, on behalf of the Statu- 
tory Commission, at a large farewell lunch 
party to-day at New Delhi. 

Sir John Simon, replying to the toast of 
“ Bon Voyage’’ to the Commission, said: 
“The Commission landed in India for this 
preliminary visit nearly two months ago, 
and on Saturday we re-embark at Bom- 
bay. We have had a busy and instructive 
time, not only in the great capitals like 
Calcutta, Madras, Lahore and Delhi, but 
in many smaller towns and villages, and 
in the country-side, where the. great 
majority of India’s teeming millions live 
their lives, and where so important a part 
of India’s problem arises. 


" SUSPICION MELTING AWAY. 


“Looking back over these crowded 
weeks the Commission has every reason to 
be grateful for the kindness and tradi- 
tional courtesy of the East. We have 
taken the counter-demonstrations calmly, 
because while we respect all honest differ- 
ences of opinion, and ‘make full allowance 
for Indian sensitiveness, we hoped that 
when our purpose and attitude were 
better understood much suspicion would 
melt away. That hope has been largely 
fulfilled. (Applause.) 

“I. shall make no boastful or ex- 
aggerated claim, but I will state my view 
of the present position in the simplest 
words. When we arrived at Delhi we put 
forward proposals for the future conduct 
of the investigation which will begin next 
October. in a letter, dated February 
6th, which T wrote, on behalf of 
the Commission, to the Viceroy. 
Tt was not some hasty or partial 
scheme, but was the result of the fullest 
deliberation amongst ourselves, and was 
a constructive proposal, inspired with the 
sincere. desire to provide for Indian 
susceptibilities, to the utmost of our 
power, and to invite Indian co-operation 
on honourable terms. Now, after waiting 
for two months, we are not dissatisfied 
with the results, and 1 can claim that it 
is the only constructive proposal which 
anybody has put forward. 


WHERE RECONCILIATION WILL BE 
FOUND 


I have sometimes suspected, during the 
last two months, that there were some in 
India who might have*thought my letter 
of February 6th was a first step in a 
process of bargaining. That, of course, is 
not so; it was isstied by the Commission 
as a declaration by which we intended to 
stand, and we have stood by it. The 
truest friendship calls for the greatest 
frankness, and I must add, as a sincere 
friend of India, that we shall continue to 
stand by it. 

Much has been written by philosophers 
and poets of the relations between East 
and West. As I study the vast task 
which is laid on my shoulders, I. become 
more and more convinced that it js: here 
on the soil of India, where we now stand, 
that reconciliation must be -accomplished. 
It is on this land that we may yet achieve 
that understanding bétween East and 
West, without which both are so much 
poorer, but with which there is a future 
of happiness, confidence and progress for 
India ‘and Britain alike.’ (Applause. )

DAMAGE IN MEXICO.

MEXICO CITY, Tuesday. 

A telegram from Pochutla, in the State 
óf Oaxaca, says that violent earth tremors 
since Wednesday last have devastated the 
townships of Plumas, Hidalgo and Xodan, 
on La Sirena, mountain rocks rolling 
down the. hill slope, completing the de- 
struction of hamlets in their path. 

Fissures from one to three feet wide 
opened up in the mountain side.

SLIGHT FALL 
BREEDS PANIC. 
UNPRECEDENTED 
SALE RECORD. 


SUDDEN RECOVERY 
OF STRENGTH. 


Irom RKevter’s COnRRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Prices on the New York Stock Exchange 
collapsed with startling suddenness soon 
after the opening to-day. The leading 
issues were quickly carried down from 
one to nearly eighteen dollars a share, 
with the tickers falling hopelessly behind 
the market in the flood of selling orders 
which swept on to the floor from all 
sections of the country. 

General Motors, which had soared 
nearly sixty dollars a share in three 
weeks, plunged from 198 to 180 in the 
first hour of trading. Montgomery and 
Ward .collapsed from. 149.62 to 140, Sears 
Roebuck from 110.50 to 99, Dupont from 
395 to 385, Chrysler from 73 to 66, Steel 
Common from 151 to 140, and Hudson 
Motors from 99.75 to 94.75. 


COLLAPSE AND RALLY. 


Telegraphing at 4.30 p.m., the cor- 
respondent says:—A day of hectic excite- 
ment and of a simply unheard-of total 
sales “record” showed some extra- 
ordinary individual jumps in value. 
Radio provided, perhaps, the greatest 
thrill. It slumped from 157.5 to 146 in 
the opening outburst of selling, and then, 
with a lightning suddenness characteristic 
of the day, rallied to a new level—169.5— 
closing at 168.75. New high levels were 
established among Rails by New York 
Central, ‘which closed at 1784, and by 
General Electric, which closed at 1484. 

Of all the amazing markets New York 
has ever witnessed, to-day’s performance 
will ever be remembered. Over two 
million shares changed hands in the first 
two hours, and so swamped were brokers 
with orders to execute, that the machinery 
was almost unable to cope with the rush 
of business. 

The trouble started when the 
transaction in General Motors—which fr 
more than two: weeks has been forging 
ahead unwaveringly—was below yester- 
day’s closing price. The report of this 
price, sent by private wires all over the 
country, alarmed. the speculative com- 
munity, and immediately came a deluge 
of selling orders. Prices. cracked with 
startling suddenness, and General Motors 
were soon down nineteen points, and other 
stocks in unison. wo 

The trading in Motors was enormous, 
two lots of consecutive transactions being 
recorded around 185, of 29,900 and 32,000 
shares, respectively, each representing a 
turnover of over five million dollars. Such 
sums, recorded on the tape in a period of 
less than thirty seconds, furnish a ‘start- 
ling example of the present tremendous 
scale on which the public is taking part 
in market speculation. 


SIGNS OF RECOVERY, 


As the day wore on signs of a recovery 
manifested themselves, and in the after- 
noon a good half of the losses was made 
up, but not before Motors had dived down 
to 180, to close finally at 1904. Other 
speculative descriptions also rallied, and 
Rails were conspicuous in the afternoon 
rise. The close was generally steady. 
Th» total sales are creeping up to the five- 
million mark, having numbered to-day 
4,891,000.

ENGINE RUNS INTO EMPTY 
TRAIN. 


While a suburban train. awaiting its engine, 
was standing empty in Queen street Station, 
Glasgow, ready for the rush hour last even- 
ing. an engine emerged suddenly from the 
tunnel outside, and crashed into the stationary 
coaches. There was a great noise of breaking 
glass and splintering of wood, which alarmed 
passengers in the other parts of the station. 

The first two coaches of the empty train 
were telescoped, and considerghle damage was 
done to the inside. fittings of others. while 
the last coach was lifted over the buffers, 
and forced through a large wooden hut at the 
platform end. which is used as a linen store 
and inspector’s room.

NORTHERN IRELAND 
EMIGRATION. 


SIX HUNDRED PASSENGERS 
LEAVE. 


Last Saturday six hundred passengers 
hoarded the Cameronia at Moville bound for 
destinations in Canada and the United States, 
the ports of debarkation being. Halifax, Bos- 
ton and New York. 

The early spring of each year usually wit- 
nésses a spurt in emigration from the Irish 
Free State and Northern Ireland, but on the 
present occasion the number of emigrants for 
one particular sailing from the Port of Lon- 
donderry almost eclipses all previous records 
in the annals of the Anchor Line’s associa- 
tion with the port. i 

Excepting October, 1914, during the out- 
break of war, when a similar number. were 
carried, mostly Americans anxious to return 
to their homes, it is twenty years ago since 
the present numbers have been exceeded, 
but it is significant that on this occasion the 
numbers chiefly comprise people leaving the 
homeland for the first time. 

The fact that passengers from the entire 
six county area, and a large portion of. the 
Irish Free State, can breakfast at home on 
the day of sailing, have their supper and be 
comfortably berthed on the ship that carries 
them from. Derry to the New World, is an 
achievement worthy of commendation, and 
one which s fully appreciate.

Its terms contemplated mili- 
tary alliances, and the Government replied 
that it. did not believe that the Canadian 
Parliament would approve such a treaty in so 
far as Canada was concerned. 

The Premier added that Canada had further 
said that “if Great Britain and Egypt could 
work out a treaty between themselves along 
the lines proposed, well and good; but, as 
far as Canada was concerned, we did not feel 
that it was in the interests of the British 
Empire, or of the larger peace which it was 
hoped they would serve, that the country 
should be asked to become a party thereto, 
and the British Government immediately ac- 
cepted our view.” 


INTERNATIONAL PEACE, 

The Premier's statement was made in con- 
nection with the debate on the resolution of 
Miss McPhail (Progressive member), urging 
the creation of a Department of International 
Peace, with a responsible Minister in. charge, 
the objective being national and international 


international understanding. 

Miss McPhail urged the establishment of 
yearly scholarships for students on inter- 
national understanding, and a national school 
for the purpose. World peace was a culti- 
vated process, and the people of Canada 
should be trained for it. 


SMALLER DEFENCE ESTIMATES. 

Mr. Ralston, Minister of National Defence, 
declared that the total amount now voted for 
the defence estimates of Canada was one 
million dollars less than before the outbreak 
of the Great War, and nothing mere was 
being spent than was necessary for a modest 
defence force. ' 

Mr. King, while declaring his. sympathy 
with the object of the resolution, said that 
the Government as a whole was concerned 
with maintaining world peace.

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VATICAN’S VIEWS ON 
FASCISMO. 
SHARP CRITICISM OF 
CENTRE PARTY.

ROME, Tuesday: 

In an address before the ‘Rome ‘Diocesan 
Board, the Pope gravély criticised members 
of the Catholic Centre Farty, who, during a 
recent Congress here, showed strong and 
open support for the Fascist. Party. His 
words, which have a direct bearing on the 
recent discussions about the solution of the 
Roman question, are generally interpreted to 
mean that the Vatican and the Fascist Go- 
vernment are not so near to a satisfactory 
settlement as was thought in some quarters. 

His Holiness, in his speech, first com- 
posse that members of the Catholic Centre 

arty, while being received in the Capitol, 
did not feel it necessary to pay their homage 
to him. He also complained that he and 
the Italian Government, during the discus- 
sion of the Roman. question, had been 
‘‘united in single’ remembrance and single 
applause.’’ 

‘‘It, would have been more Catholic and 
more human,” he remarked, ‘‘to spare “us 
both the rémembrance and the applause.”’ 

While he admitted that Fascismo had done 
a great deal for the Catholic Church, he felt 
that it still left many reasons for complaint, 
and he mentioned specifically the monopoly 


claimed—a patent reference to the suppression 
of the Catholic Boy Scout movement. 


SILENCE MISINTERPRETED. 

His Holiness said that. his silences about 
complaints that the Church has to make had 
been wrongly interpreted. Often it was heces- 
sary to keep silent, not becanse: there was 
nothing to say, but because speech’ might 
render worse an already had situation. 

In conclusion, the Pontiff protested against 


Catholic Centre Party, who placed on the 
same footing the despoiled Church and the 
despoiler—the Italian State—and of those who 
drew fine distinctions between religious policy 
and, ecclesiastical policy. That was like dis- 
tinghishing between the Catholic religion and 
the Catholic Church, which was blasphemowis. 
He ended by expressing regret that such 
speeches should have been approved and ap- 
plauded by Catholics. 

The Pope's complaint that he and, the 
Italian Government were united in single re- 
membrance and single applause, was directed 
against the lack of appreciation of the real 
facts of the case of which Catholics of the 
Centre Party gave evidence at the recent 
Congress. To bracket together Vatican -and 
Quirinal—the despoiled. and the despoiler— 
in their speeches and applause was not, it is 
suggested, the action of very devout Catholics. 


OBITUARY. 


SIR CHARLES RUSSELL. 


The Hon. Sir Charles Russell, whose death 
at the age of 64 is announced by The Times, 
was the second son of the great advocate, Sir 
Charles Russell, who became Lord Chief 
Justice of England, with a life peerage as 
Lord Russel! of Kiilowens He was born on 
July 8, 1863, and was educated, like his 
brother, at Beaumont. Having served his 
articles to Sir John Hollams, Sons, Coward 
and Hawksley, he was admitted a solicitor in 
1888, and founded his. own famous firm in 
Norfolk street, Strand, at first in partner- 
ship with the son of another judge, Mr. 
Justice Day. i 

He acguired a very large business, both 
official and private, and was especially con- 
sulted in complicated family affairs, where’ his 
knowledge of the world and his natural 
sagacity proved inyaluahler - The. first: case 
which brought him into public notice was the 
prosecution of the late Lord Queensberry by 
Oscar Wilde for libel in 1895. Russell, for 
the defendant. .instructed Mr. (now . Lord) 
Carson, who also first made his name at the 
English Bar in the same trial. 


CAPTAIN H. M. PERFECT. 


The death took place. yesterday morning at 
his residence, Rathturrett, Warrenpoint, of 
Captain Herbert M. Perfect, R.N. 

Captain Perfect had a distinguished naval 
career. He had served in the Great War, 
and has been in delicate health for several 
months. As a justice of the peave for Co. 
Down he was constant in his attendance at 
the Warrenpoint Petty Sessions as long as his 
health permitted. He is survived by his wife, 
who is a daughter of the late General 
Rainey, of Drumbo, Warrenpoint, and by one 
son. *

MINISTRY.

The Times observes in an editorial

The public, 
when they. have read Mr. Baldwin's very 
striking account of the present system of 
co-ordination between these branches of 
the national defence, will see that he had 
good reason for his gratitude, .Separate 
debates upon Navy, Amy and Air 
estimates serve many useful purposes, but 
they do not afford opportunities for a 
general survey, such as was nresented by 
yesterday’s motion. 

The establishment ‘of a Ministry of De- 
fence has long been proposed as a simple 
and easy method of attaining economy and 
co-ordination. all at. once. The Prime: 
Minister does not exclude the possibility 
of the establishment of such an office in a 
future, which we cannot ‘as’ yet ‘foresee, 
but he had no difficulty in showing that 
the term is used in very different senses, 
and that the creation of the office in 
present conditions would give rise to in- 
superable difficulties. His chief conten- 
tion is that we are already in possession 
of a system which has done, and is doing, 
smoothly and safely, no small] part cf the 
work which a Minister of Defence would 
be appointed to do, but which in its ex- 
tent, its complexity and its huge responsi- 
bilities is a burden that no single’ 
Minister, however able, would be able to 
perform. 


RACECOURSE BETTING 
BILL. 


NEW COMMITTEE SET-UP, 

It is understood that the Cabinet has 
set up a Committee to examine the Race- 
course Betting Bill, which is not likely 
to come before a Standing Committee 
much hefore Whitsun, states The Times. 
There is no suggestion that the pledge 
given by Mr. Churchill last year, that the 
Government would endeavour to afford 
facilities for the later stages of a 
Totalisator Bill if its second reading was 
carried by a free vote of the House, will

It is probable that the supporters of 
the bill will themselves suggest an amend- 
ment, by which the statutory authority to 
be set up to manage the totalisator will 
be specifically referred to in the bill. -H 
is thought that this may meet the view 
of critics of the measure, who felt that 
an undue power was being placed in the 
hands of the Jockey Club and the 
National Hunt Committee. 


LAST BUDGET WEEK: 

REVENUE 
BUOYANT. 

Interest in .the revenue race in Britain is 
tharpened now that, revenue and expenditure 
have entered the straight. The latest return 
snows that revenue has now forged ahead 
and is striding well, ingoings last week hav- 
ing so far exceeded outgoings that the deficit 
of over £8,000,000 which existed a week ago 
is now transferred into a surplus of some 

! In view of the heavy cross pay- 
ments which often take place in the last 
week of the financial year it is still not cer- 
tain that the Budget wili be balanced, but 
the possibilities can now be gauged with 
seme degree of accuracy. 

On the revenue side only £16,500,000 
remains to be gathered in during the last 
seven days of the year to realise the Chan- 
vellor’s estimates. During the corresponding 
period of last vear little. more than that 
amount was actually collected, but to judge | 
from the experience of tecent weeks, in r§qbt | 
of which last year’s figures have been sub- 
stantially exceeded, it seems likely that the 
revenue will be on a larger scale, especially 
since income and super tax are still flowing 
in at a rapid rate. 

On- the expenditure side outgoings to date, 
despite the fact that. National Debt interest 
has already exceeded estimates by £6,500,000, 
ure still £21;700,000 below estimates. 

It seems reasonable to predict that the 
financial year will close with a balanced 
Budget, and, possibly, with a small surplus.

PROPOSED TARIFF. ON 
FOREIGN FLOUR. 


MALLOW COUNCIL AND CORK 
MILLING “: RING.” 


The Mallow resolution ‘advocating a tariff 
on foreign. flour was discussed at a meeting 
of the Mailow Urban Council, when it was 
stated by Mr. John O'Connor, merchant, 
that for the past nine years there had been 
a “ring” among Cork millers, whose price 
was 2s. or 2s. ód. over that in Liverpool. 
He cited a case of a Southern firm refusing 
an order from him for a ton of flour because 
of the “ring.” 

Cork bakers, Mr. O'Connor added, used 
only the proportion of one-third Irish flour 
in the making of their bread tecause the 
Cork millers did not mill the strong Manitoba 
wheat. If the Cork millers got a free hand 
people would pay more for their bread. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. Murphy) said that 
he was fully in favour of tariffs from a 
patriotic point of view, bat if foreign flour 
was not coming in—and he was In a position 
to know something about it—the Cork millers 
would do what they liked. They would have 
no scruple in starving the people if they 
could. 

Other members stated that the Cork com- 
bine had ruthlessly .crushed all local »inde- 
pendent milling enterprises.- 

The resolution was amended in a manner 
to suggest an investigation of the position 
in the milling industry so as to foster the 
industry by economie methods, not excluding 
a tarift ní necessary, but suvject.to control of 
prices and conditions by the Government.

The Royal Irish Automobile Club is 
glad to be able to. announce fat. ¢ertain 
tmportant modifications, which will come 
into force. on.the 1st April, next, have 
heen made ‘by the Fred’ State Revenue 
Commissioners concerning the formalities 
which have up-to the present been re- 
quired from owners of private motor 
vehicles both on entering and leaving Free 
State territory with their cars; 
These valuable concessions in tfespect of 
Customs procedure, both to motorists visit- 
ing the Irish Free State from abroad, and 
to home motorists desirmg to tour with 
their cars outside the country, form 
another example of the willingness which, 
in the experience of the Club, the Revenue 
Commissioners have always ‘shown in 
giving consideration to representations 
made to them as regards the occasional 
difficulties encountered by touring motor- 
ists, and their desire to make smooth the 
way for such motorists to the fullest 
extent practicable. 


THE VISITING MOTORIST. 


Hitherto the motorist in possession of,a 
triptyque, who Fas wished to import his 
car into the Free State for purposes of 
touring, has been obliged on arrival at 
the Customs station of entry to complete 
Customs Entry Form No. 107 (Sale) in 
duplicate, and to affix a 6d. Customs 
entry stamp to one copy of the form. In 
the case of the land frontier further 
forms—viz:, No. 6 (Sale) in duplicate, 
and No 30 (Sale) (on final. , re-exporta- 
tion) have also had to be completed. 
These formalities. have. been. they eapse 
of .considerable delay to. motoring. visitors 
entering and leaving the country, and, 
with a view to -facplitating: tourists, the 
Revenue Corhmissiéners have now made 
arrangements to dispense with all these 
subsidiary, forms and so simplify, im ta 
marked degree, the procedure which has 
hitherto obtained. In future the visiting 
motorist desiring temporarily to import 
his car into the Free State, provided 
that he is in possession of a triptyque, 
requires no other documents to secure the 
free entry of his car. 


THE PROCEDURE. 

All that is necessary is that, {lie 
triptyque and the car to which it relates 
must be presented, in the case of importa- 
tion across. the land boundary from 
Northern Ireland to a Free State Customs 
officer at a frontier’ post on an approved 
route. This officer, having satisfied him- 
self that the triptyque is.in order,.stayaps 
and initials the back of Voucher I. (of *the 
The motorist then continues 
his journey by the approved route to the 
Customs station, where the triptyque, and 


j car are again examined; and the declara- 


tion embodied in ‘the triptyque completed 
in the presence of the officer, who wi!’ 
deal with the triptyque as hitherto, and 
the motorist is then free to proceed. 

When ‘the motor vehicle is being finally 
exported from the Free State across the 
land boundary, it must first be produced 
with the triptyque to the Customs officer 
at the Customs station of exit on an 
approved route, and the declaration made 
in the presence. of the officer, who, jf 
satisiied, will complete and stamp the 
documents in the usual way and return 
them to the owner for production, with 
the vehicle, to the frontier post wfficer. 
This officer, 1f satisfied, will stamp and 
initial the back of Vouchers II. and III. 
of the triptyque and return tlie latter to 
the holder, who is then free to proceed. 


TEMPORARY EXPORTS. 

In a similar manner the’ Revefiue Com- 
missioners have arranged to dispense with 
Forms No. 29 (Sale) or No. 30 (Sale), 
No. 6 (Sale) (in the case of.exports via 
the land boundary) and No. 107 (Sale), 
all of which, with the exception of the 
latter, Free State motorists hitherto have

PROGRESS OF INDUSTRIAL BRANCH. 

The industrial branch showed continned 
progress, the premium income at £96,379 
17s. 10d. being increased by £6,759 18s. 3d. 
over the previous year. The ordinary 
branch showed the substantial increase 
of £4,778 18s. 7d. for the year, which 
was another matter for congratulation. 
A considerable portion of this increase was 
secured through the operation of their house 
even gy scheme. The fire and accident 
ranch income amounted to £16,109 7s. 5d., 
being an increase of £7,337 6s. 10d., which, 
he thought, established a record for fire and 
accident offices anywhere, the percentage of 
increase over the previous year being 83.7 
per cent. The very low claims ratio showed 
the care and circumspection exercised by 
their staff in the acceptance of risks.

HIGH HEDGES CAUSE 
ROAD DAMAGE. 


FARMERS SUMMONED AT 
BALBRIGGAN. 


Farmers’ pleas that they had cut all their 
hedges except certain shelter patches which 
they always had been allowed to leave uncut 
under the old régime were unavailing ‘n 
summonses brought at the instance of the 
Dublin County Council, at Balbriggan Dis- 
trict Court yesterday, for failure to comply 
with hedzge-cutting notices, and orders for 
the compliance with the notice were give 
against the defendants, with costs.

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MENDING THE WEAK SPOTS 
IN INDUSTRY.

MR. H. S. HORNE ON ALL 
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The annual general meeting of Associated 
Anglo-Atiantic Corporation, Ltd., was held 
yesterday in London. 

Mr. H. 8. Horne, the Chairman, who 
presided, in moving the adoption of the re- 
port and accounts, said that the whole of the 
un-issued Ry gm of the corporation, amount- 
ing to £594,775, had been issued since the 
last meeting. The whole of the corporation’s 
capital had been obtained without any pro- 
motion or underwriting, the total net sum of 
£1,000,000 cash being raised for the charge, 
including registration fee and legal costs of 
£12,261. ‘The item of secured loans stand- 
ing in the balance sheet at £386,216 was ex- 
plained by the fact that just prior toe the 
closing of the books an exceptional oppor- 
tunity of re money very profitably had 
offered; the loan figure had since been 
materially reduced, and certain of the profits 
already realised from the employment of the 
money would be reflected in next year's 
balance sheet. 

CEMENT INTERESTS. 

The company’s quoted investments stood 
at £1,605,375, and since the date of the 
valuation there had been a substantial ap- 
preciation in 4 number of their most impor- 
tant holdings. Holdings with no market quo- 
tations had been valued at the nominal sum 
of £1. f 

It would be impolitie to give actual de- 
tails of their various holdings, but share- 
holders would be pleased to hear that the 
corporation owned the controlling interest in 
the Ship Canal Cement Co., Ltd., one of the 
largest independent cement. plants in the 
country. The Ship Canal Company in turn 
controlled the fine cement . manufacturing 
business of Greaves; Bull and Lakin in the 
Midlands, and moving down South the 
greater part of the Holbotough capital was 
also owned by the Ship Canal Cement Co. 
Holborough was’ a cement manufacturing 
concern that stood by itself as a model of 
what a modern cement plant should be. The 
control of that important industrial unit, the 
Ship Canal Cement Co., was owned by the 
corporation, and had been written down in 
the balance sheet to £1, it possessed great 
future posstbilities. Through their relation- 
ship with the British Cement Products and 
Finance Co. also, the directors had been able 
to obtain for the corporation holdings on a 
ground floor basis that to-day showed sub- 
stantial capital appreciation and promise of 
an expanding return. 

THE NEWSPAPER INDUSTRY. 

The corporation was also considerably in- 
terested in undertakings connected with news- 
paper production and cirenlation, and with 
the production of newsprint and the manu- 
facture of other requirements needed on a 
large scale by the modern daily and weekly 
newspapers. In recent years those indus- 
tries had shown big expansion in their earn- 
ing capacities, and he was confident as to 
further noteworthy expansion in earnings 
beng recorded over the years to come. He 
had believed for many years in the efficacy 
of modern scientific advertising for helping 
old and creating new businesses; it was yet 
in tis infancy in spite of the 
enormous progress evidenced by the 
fact that last year a sum in excess of 
£100,000,000 had been spent on newspaper 
advertising in: this country, and in America a 
sum of £650,000,000—the greater part in 
newspaper advertising. Those in a position 
to form a well-based judgment viewed the 
future in relation to newspaper advertising 
and newsprint production with confidence. 
In view of future developments, the directors 
had agreed to guarantee the subscription of a 
sum in excess of half-a-million sterling for a 
trust that would largely concentrate the in- 
vestment of its funds in some of the direc- 
tions outlined. For this and for certain 
other services rendered the corporation had 
a call on the whole of the unissued capital, 
amounting to one million shares of 10s. each, 
at a price of 12s. 6d., for a period of three 
years. That, option was likely to prove a 
valuable future asset of the corporation. 
The allied undertaking, known as the 
Carmelite Trust, would specialise on projects 
coming under the category of a newspaper 
ciréulating concern or a newsprint-producmg 
undertaking. and the directors had little 
doubt that it would justify its creation in 
every way. 

MINERALS IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 

In the early autumn of last year he with 
certain members of the board and other 
business associates had paid a visit to the 
United States to look into various matters ap- 
pertaining to the corporation’s interests. He 
especially had made it his business to 
examine closely into the mineral develop- 
ments of the Anglo-Newfoundland Company, 
believing that that company possessed great 
possi bilities. As regarded the mineral dis- 
coveries which were being developed by that 
well-known and powerful mining group, the 
American Smelting and Refining Company, 
all that he. had ascertained had confirmed his 
most sanguine expectations. he Associated 
Anglo-Atlantic Corporation was now the 
third largest holder in the Arfelo-Newfound- 
land Company, which, apart from the possi- 
bilities of the mine, was one of the largest 
and best-equipped newsprint undertakings in 
the world. As to the mine, the Canadian 
Mining World had written—“ There is now 
no reason to doubt that one of the world’s 
mines is in the making in Newfoundland.”’ 

DIVIDEND AND POLICY. 

Some shareholders might have been dis- 
appointed at not receiving a higher dividend 
than the 10 per cent. proposed on both classes 
of shares, but he was sure they would agree 
it was highly undesirable to have 
‘concertina ” movement in their dividend 
record, and the board had adopted what 
might be considered by some an ultra con- 
servative distribution policy, in view of the 
fact that an undertaking of this nature must 
perforce tie up quite considerable sums in 
interests in young industrial concerfis, which 
sometimes took longer than anticipated to 
bring to a profit-earning stage. t would 
not be out of place to take the opportunity of 
outlining the basis of the corporation's policy 
when originally created, which policy had 
been adhered to throughout, with results 
completely vindicating its adoption. The 
fundamental reason for its formation was that 
it had seemed to him, and others even more 
competent to judge, that something was 
badly lacking in a number of the country’s 
industries, and to maintain our place in the 
sun, and meet and compete with the new 
conditions created by countries outside our 
own, who were becoming more efficient 
producers of the many products of which 
this country had more or less once 
possessed the monopoly, we should, by force 
of cireumstances, have to alter many oi 
our methods, and it would be imperative to 
infuse new blood into many of our industrial 
organisations. They had, therefore, planned 
to get together an organisation of specially 
selected, highly-trained commercial, industria! 
aud technical experts, who could be called 
upon individually or collectively to carry out 
investigations into a chosen industrial concern 
suffering from the weaknesses by which se 
many were known to be severely handicapped, 
and the idea was that those special experts 
would be able to put up a joint report, on the 
basis of which it would be possible to form a 
good idea as to the future value of the stocks 
and shares in question, or what would be a 
fair and reasonable basis for the capitalisation 
of a private undertaking, if the recommenda- 
tions of the report were carried into effect. 
That théory was proved right up to the hilt 
by the actual results ot the first investigation 
carried out by the corporation, though, un- 
fortunately, im that partienlar cas the 
rewards dis to the corporation for its pro- 
longed and costly work were not reaped by 


them. 
ALL-ROUND EFFICIENCY. 
What he had bey would “gó that the 
resent strength position of corpora- 
tion had not been built up on haphazard 
lines;.the avenue in which they had chosen 
to invest somewhat big sums had been in 
directions to which they had given the very 
closedt of study.

were to give more generous aid to the many 
problems of industry, the employers must on 
their side give corresponding tndertakings. 
Not only must there be shown an Increasing 
desire bv some means or other to give better 
rewards for better work, but empleyers. must 
practise the efficiency they desires through 
their managements to inculcate into their 
workmen. As one who had studied the ques- 
tion in all its phases, he could say there was 
inefficiency on both sides, and more often 
than not greater on the executive side than on 
the wage earner’s side. 

An efficient management was of paramount 
importance to-day, and, under the absolute 
dominating necessity of saving oosts and the 
prevention of overlapping, there should never 
he allowed at any time personal considera- 
tions to stand in the way of drastic changes 
in management and in ¢arrymg through 
schemes of amalgamation, provided that, if 
carried into effect, they would prove capable 
of increasing efficiency and reducing operating 
costs. In other words, in these times more 
than ever there was no room for “ little job 
holders at all cost minds” in industry.

CASE FOR LICENSED TRADE. 

At the weekly meeting of the Committee of 
the Licensed Grocers and Vintners’ Protec- 
tion Association, which was held in the 
offices. Commercial Buildings, Dame street, 
Dublin, the Chairman (Mr. James J. 
O’ Neill) said that since their last meeting a 
large amount of work had been done by the 
Executive of the Beer and Spirit Duties 
Relief Organisation. An attempt had been 
made by temperance organisations to refute 
the statements which had gone forth from 
the Relief Organisation as indicating the 
effect of the abnormal taxation upon beer. 
No similar attempt was made to upset their 
statements in regard to spirits, for the reason 
that they were in a position to supply statis- 
tics in regard to that side of their trade for 
many years prior to, as well as since, the 
functioning of the Irish Parliament. As 
1924 was the first year that the Irish Free 
State issued separate revenne returns, thot 
was naturally the first year that they took 
to find out how the duties were affecting 
beer revenue, and, taking that and the two 
following years, there was a drop of 
£2.066,770. Those are the official revenve 
returns, no mattet what way proinbitionists 
in this country might attempt to twist them. 

Continuing, Mr. O'Neill said that those 
people were trying to point out that the 
Relief Executive were misleading the 
country in regard to the quantity of barley 
produced. hey never did. What they 
did state and prove was that the market 
for malting barley was virtually wiped out in 
this country, as far as distilling was con- 
cerned, and that it was reasonable to assume, 
in the absence of figures, that the effect 
would be still greater from the brewing point 
of view, because it was a bigger matter and 
much more barley was used in connection 
with it. 

As to the point that was attempted to be 
made that the publicans were “silent abent 
the fact that their profits per pint of beer 
and per glass of spirits had increased in 
zreater proportion than the increase IE the 
haunor duties.” his reply was simply that 
this was not so; and, furthermore, that the 
temperance statement was silent about the fact 
that their sales were only a very small pro- 
portion of what they formerly were. A 
man makes no profit upon the sale of godds 
until he sells them, and the fact was that 
the present duties put spirituous liquors vir- 
tually outside the reach of the average 
citizen in view of his present spending 
power. i 

A resolution of sympathy with the widew 
and brothers of the Jate Mr. Matthew Keat- 
ing, for many years a member of the Com- 
mittee, was passed.
